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Report of School Board. 


The order of our school terms has been much the 
same as in past years; a summer term of eight weeks and 
a winter term of nine weeks comprises the year’s work. 
Sickness interupted the summer term in the Hackett 
school, and a broken engagement on the part of a teacher 
for the Churchill school for the winter term are among the 
opposing obstacles we have had to meet, and we fear we 
ean hardly report an average year’s work. ‘The interest 
on the part of parents is not up to the requisite standard. 
Children are allowed to be absent from school for trifling 
‘reasons, sadly interupting their own and other’s progress 
with whom they are connected in class relations. In our 
city and village schools no pupil is allowed to be absent 
from any school session without a written excuse from 
parent to teacher, giving sufficient cause for such absence ; 
it ought to be thus in every town. 

Five female teachers have been employed during the 
year: Miss Mary Robinson for both terms in the Hack- 
ett school, Miss Mary E. Colman and Mrs. Hattie B. 
Morgan in the Stoneham school, and Miss Anstriss Fel- 
lows and Miss B. J. Cook in the Churchill school. All 
were teachers of experience and well qualified for the 
work required of them. We have a goodly number of 
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strong, robust young men among us who ought to be well 
informed and qualified for both public aad private busi- 
ness. Too often the young neglect their early privileges 
for gaining information. 

Whole number of pupils in town, 81; amount ex- 
pended for each pupil, $4.44.
